“It’s  a  Miracle”  is  really  a  series 
of  miracles  in  the  life  of  a  young 
man,  Michael  Drake,  as  he 
chooses  to  go  on  a  mission,  makes 
it  through  the  Missionary  Train¬ 
ing  Center,  and  eventually  finds 
his  “chosen  mate.” 

Michael  Fames,  as  Drake,  is  in 
fine  voice  as  he  enthusiastically 
labors  through  his  teenage  years 
into  adulthood. 

But  the  real  star  of  the  show, 
the  breath  of  fresh  air,  is  the  ad¬ 
ded  dimension  of  a  new  character:

A  major  downfall  of  the  musical 
is  “Michael’s  Decision,”  a  scene 
in  which  Michael  is  wrestled  by 
the  forces  of  good  and  evil  as  he 
decides  whether  or  not  to  pursue  a 
mission  The  stage  becomes  too 
cluttered  with  dancers  and  the 
scene  becomes  a  clumsy  replica  of 
the  song  “Voices”  from’  “Satur¬ 
day’s  Warrior.”

IBYU’s  Traffic  Offiee  is  changing 
s  system  of  fines  to  save  students 
oney,  according  to  a  Traffic  Office 

.Lt.  Mike  Harroun,  Traffic  Office 
nnager,  said  the  system  of  fines 
is  been  changed  on  the  T-and  V- 
ckets  to  encourage  students  to  act 
omptly  and  save  money. 

“The  T-ticket  is  issued  to  cars 
iling  to  display  the  proper  permit 
r  the  •  lot  they  are  parked  in,” 
arroun  said.  “The  V-ticket  is 
sued  for  violations  such  as  parking 
i  a  sidewalk  or  parking  in  a  tow- 
fray  zone.”  The  traffic  and  parking 
ws  of  Provo  City  are  enforced  on 
fmpus  to  the  extent  they  do  not 
Inflict  with  existing  BYU  regula- 
tis,  he  said. 

'When  the  T-ticket  is  first  issued, 
i  fine  is  only  $7,”  Harroun  said, 
his  will  save  the  student  money  if 
or  she  pays  promptly.

“The  fines  for  the  violations  on  the 
V-ticket  vary  according  to  the

Harroun  said.  “We  tow  on  the  third 

Harroun  said  he  hopes  students 
will  pay  their  tickets  early  so  fines 
do  not  accumulate  as  a  result  of  the 
escalating  fine  schedule. 

“The  student  who  doesn’t 
procrastinate  will  be  rewarded 
financially,”  Harroun  said.  “It  can 
be  expensive  if  tickets  are  allowed  to 
pile  up.

“This  is  to  protect  the  student’s 
car  from  being  towed  during  the  ap¬ 
peal  process,”  Harroun  said.  “V- 
tickets  do  not  need  to  be  validated, 
but  can  be  appealed  directly  to  the 
traffic  court.” 

T-tickets  can  only  be  paid  at  the 
Traffic  Office,  and  V-tickets  can 
only  be  paid  at  the  ASB  cashier’s  of¬ 
fice,  he  explained.
